EMANDS FOOD 
FOR BEET SEED 


GERMANY NAMES CONDITIONS 
REGARDING EXPORTS. 


Conditions under which Germany will 
permit sugar beet sed to be exported 
to the United States are laid down in 
a communication from the German 
government and transmitted by the 
State Department at Washington to 
the meeting of the United States Su- 
gar Manufacturers’ Association here 
today. 

The conditions are that Germany 
shall have received $850,000 worth of 
food products from the United States 
before shipment of the seed: that the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture shall see that the seed is not re- 
exported from this country and super- 
vise ite distribution here and that as- 
surance of safe passage of the seed to 
the United States shall be secured 
from Great Britain. 

The seed required for the 1916 crop 
in the United States amounts to 
about $800,000 and unless it can be 
obtained from Germany or Russia, 
which are the principal producers of 
the seed, the United States will have 
only enough seed for a half crop. Ef- 
forts will probably be made to induce 
Germany to accept money in lieu of 
food products, which Germany has 
thus far declined to do. N

The attack broke down 
with unusually heavy losses. Sectional 
operations during the night also were 
without result.

LOSSES VERY HEAVY. 

A dispatch from the front published 
in the Lokal Anzeiger today says that 
the British and French losses in the 
new offensive have been so great that 
renewal of the attack is not expected. 
German troops have beguna counter-

have occupied u particularly impor- 
tant part of the British front,” after 
inflicting heavy losses on their op- 
ponents. He adds that the ground won 
oy the British at Loos is gradually 
being recaptured in the daily battles 
which are in progress. 

“The chief plan of the enemy,” he 
continues, “was to break through be- 


wale tween Rheims and the Argonne. This 


was rendered futile because the at- 
tack was broken by the wonderful 
bravery of our troops, the timely dis- 
position of reserves and the use of 
our newly-prepared entrenchments. 
Although he made repeated attacks, 
the enemy never succeeded in incres- 
ing his gains. 

“On the east fank we were enabled 
to win an appreciable advantage by 
a counter-offensive. 

“Artillery battles continued day and 


tack us lessened toward the end of 
the week. The enemy in this section 
suffered losses of appreciable amount, 
in addition to losing ma thousands 
who were captured, including a num- 
ber of higher officers. Activity of aero- 
planes was noticeable. "verywhere in 
the west lately new French earth- 
works are being noted by the Ger- 
mans.” 

The Taegliche Rundschau, discuss- 
ing the offensive in the west, says: 

We are not 60 premature as the 
French in blowing our fanfares of vic- 
tory after a new and largely miscar- 
ried movement which with them was 
necessary to counteract the despondent 
feeling of the people and arouse the 
hope of ‘a great change.“ “

Paregoric fiends have increased in 
number so rapidly since the strict law 
against opiates has been in effect that 
an entire ward is devoted to them in 
the County Hospital. Where one such 
victim was found ax months ago, now 
there are hundreds handled by the 
police and county officials, and a de- 
termined effort is being made to sup- 
press the traffic in the drug. 


A bottle of the stuff contains 
enough oplate to give a deadening 


nervous tension caused by a lack of 
drugs to habitual users. 
One of the most pathetic of such 
cases that has come under the obser- 
vation of *the police is that of Mrs. 
Anna and C. W. Miller, No. 2616 Pasa- 
dena avenue, who were arrested. Both 
broke down when taken to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital and asked to be sent 
to Patton that they might recover 
from the habitual use of drugs. Their 
nervous condition was shocking, and 
both wept when telling of the horror 
they endured in attempting to fight 
their craving for opiates. 

They said that in spite of their most 
determined efforts, they could not pass 
a day without taking several bottles 
of paremoric, and they welcomed ar- 
rest. There is no law forbidding the 
sale of paregoric.

BUYS CONCERN; 
. DEBTS TAKE IT. 
OFFICER I~ COMPANY DIDN'T 


KNOW CONDITIONS AND 
BEGINS SUIT. 


In January, 1914, Mrs. E. M. Dixon 
bought a majority of the stock of 
Brink’s Express Company, Nos. 353-7 
Central avenue, for approximately 
$10,000, Of this amount she bor- 
rowed $5000 from Mrs. W. E. Visscher, 
giving the latter a chattel mortgage 
on the fifteen or twenty automobiles 
the concern owned. It looked like a 
good proposition, as thé company had 
a government contract, worth $1100 a 
month, to carry mall. 

Mrs. Viescher’s son, Hugo K. Vis- 
scher, recently from college and hav- 
ing a knowledge of machinery, had 
advised his mother that it was a safe 
loan. Mrs. Visecher loaned the §5000 
on condition, in addition to the chat- 
tel mortgage, that some responsible 
person indorse the note. Mrs. Dixon, 
who had been bookkeeper and ac- 
countant for the Whittier-Coburn 
Company, obtained the indorsement of 
Henry F. Whittier. 

Another condition of the loan was 
that Hugo be the assistant general 
manager of the express company. He 
assumed his duties March 1, 1914. No 
check was accepted without his sig- 
nature. He remained with the con- 
cérn until the latter part of April 
when a difference occurred between 
him and Mrs. Dixon and the latter dis- 
charged him. 

Determined now that he would run 


the business himself, Hugo persuaded 
his mother to purchase Mra. Dixon's 
stock. First placing her price at 
$10,000 Mrs. Dixon finally agreed to 
sell for $6000, on condjtion that Mr. 
Whittier be released as indorser on 
the promissory note. The deal was 
closed on that basis. 

The stock was turned over to Hugo 
who entered into the management of 
the company June 19, 1914. He states 
he put a man on the books immediately 
and alleges he found that teh receipts 
and expenditures as represented to 
him by Mre. Dixon were untrue; in 
short, that company was hope- 
lessly in debt. The concern went into 
bankruptcy in July 1914. 

Hugo and his mother sued Mrs. 
Dixon. to set aside the sale of the 
stock and rele Mr. Whittier from 
the note, alleging fraud. The case 
was tried by Judge Shenk and yester- 
day it was submitted on the points 
raised. Mrs. Dixon claimed that Hugo 
went into the concern as an officer 
and as such he had access to the 
books, examined them and knew as 
much about conditions as she did.
